A HOT SUMMER COMING 

Entries have closed for the state-wide Dem- 
ocratic primary in Georgia. It is evident, re- 
gardiess of what the weatherman may do, Geor- 
gia is to experience another hot summer. 

For political campaigns in this state are in- 
variably generative of considerable heat. Geor- 
gians take their politics seriously and, with 


various candidates appealing for votes all over- 


the state, the entertainment, interests and ac- 
tivities of a large portion of the population are 
already decided for the summer months. 

There are four candidates, including the in- 
cumbent, for the United States senate. There 
are likewise four candidates, including the in- 
cumbent, for the governorship. 

The Constitution has previously stated it 
feels that Senator Walter F. George and Gov- 
ernor Ed Rivers should be re-elected, and the 
paper sees no reason to change that belief. 
Both Senator George and Governor Rivers have 
proven excellent public servants in their re- 
spective offices. They have made for them- 
selves records that warrant and deserve re- 
election. Senator George has won for himself 
a place in the United States senate which can 
only be acquired by extended and worthy serv- 
ice in that body. He is an outstanding member 
of the senate and one who reflects highest 
credit upon his constituency. 

Governor Rivers has launched a splendid 
program for the state. He has gone a long way 
toward putting that program in full operation, 
yet much remains to be done if Georgia is to 
enjoy the full advantages of his platform. It 
appears to be the path of wisdom to give him 
another two years for the completion of a good 
job, well started, but not yet complete. 

Other candidates for these offices are men 
of high caliber who have won their spurs by 
worthy occupancy of other public offices. They 
are, broadly speaking, worthy of the confidence 
of the voters. Yet, for the reasons given, The 
Constitution believes the best interests of the 
State will be best served by returning the two 
incumbents to office. 

This, however, is merely the opinion of this 
paper. Every voter should cast his own ballot 
according to his own best judgment. Every 
Georgian is entitled to his own opinion and his 
own choice of candidates to support. 

In so far as its news columns are con- 
cerned, The Constitution will endeavor, at all 
times, to be fair to all candidates. In so far 
as human fallibility.and mechanical limitations 
permit, the news columns will be open to proper 
news reports on every campaign. Unbiased news 
coverage will be the objective and any falling 
short of this ideal will be despite best efforts 
to achieve it. 

On one point only The Constitution dares 
to presume suggestion to all the candidates. 
That is, that the campaigns shall be free of 
personalities. There is sufficient material in 
the issues involved for every possible campaign 
development and there can be no reasonable 
excuse for any taint of mud-slinging. 

It looks like a hot summer, politically. 


TRIUMPHS OF INTELLECT 
For centuries sages have argued whether or 
not man is a rational being. Or does emotion 


triumph over intellect in guiding man's con- 
duct? Two recent news stories of national im- 
portance seem to indicate a victory for intel- 
lect. One was the case of the Colan baby in 
Chicago. The other was the murder trial of 
Donald F. Carroll Jr. in. New York. 

For: four tense days and nights the parents 
of infant Helaine Colan wrestled with a heart- 
breaking prob:iem. Should their baby be allow- 
ed to die, or should surgeons attempt to give 
the child a lease on a life of partial or com- 
plete blindness? Surely here struggled emo- 
tions of the deepest kind. The Colans decided 
to put aside their own feelings. They left the 
decision with a jury of 10 men of law, medicine, 
religion. The jury ordered an operation. Latest 
reports say the infant is doing well. Intellect 

 Yriumphed. | 

The Carroll case was another example of 
human beings not allowing emotion to domi- 
nate their conduct. Sixteen-year-old Carroll 
murdered his 18-year-old sweetheart, Charlotte 
Mathiesen, in an uncompleted suicide pact. 
Here, too, was emotion of the deepest kind for 
parents of both young persons. But all four of 
the parents decided to work together in de- 
fense of the youth. The slain girl's parents 
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reasoned their child was gone; demanding the 


life of Donald would not bring her back; there- 
fore, why be actuated by revenge. Donald was 
acquitted. 

Again, intellect triumphed. By. exercising 
his reasoning power, not allowing emotion to 
dominate his thoughts and actions, man could 
solve his problems. 


THE SHADOW OF THE BEAR 
As the European scenery is shifted from day 
to day it becomes increasingly clear there can 
be no permanent grouping of nations there, for 


peace or war, unless Russia is taken definitely 
into the picture. Sprawling across the eastern 
hemisphere from the backwash of the Atlantic 
to the Pacific ocean, a great self-sustaining 
force of 180,000,000 people, it holds the strategic 
position between European, as well as Asiatic, 
nations. 

After the so-called Anglo-Italian accord had 
been negotiated, there was considerable talk in 
diplomatic circles regarding a pact to include 
Britain, France, Germany and Italy. Its purpose 
was to set up a new balance of power in Euro- 
pean affairs without Russia which, in its pres- 
ent social and economic status, stands out more 
or less discordantly in the nationalistic view- 
point of the four powers. To work out such an 
arrangement it was necessary to first wean 
France away from her ally, Russia, to please 
two important prospective members of the pact, 
Mussolini and Hitler. 


The succession of military purges in Russia 
made that nation appear on the outside as an 
ally of doubtful value. It seemed as if their 
boasted solidarity had been shattered; that 
they could not be depended upon in a crisis. 
This thought was accentuated as an induce- 
ment to France to enter into the proposed 
agreement. Now was the time to get together, 
to settle Europe’s troubles once and for all— 
without Russia. That nation, itself, it was point- 
ed out, lent credence to the outside impression 
of weakness by withdrawing from the diplo- 
matic battle over Spain. 

On this build-up, the first step in actually 
negotiating the pact was to get French and 
Italian differences smoothed over. This seemed 
probable of attainment. But Mussolini’s bom- 
bastic outburst from Genoa, following Hitler’s 
visit to Italy, brought the negotiations to an 
abrupt ending. Its implied demand that France 
adopt the Insurgent viewpoint in Spain, by cut- 
ting off the movement of Russian munitions 
through the Pyrenees, aroused Stalin to action. 

A threat to renounce his defensive treaty 
with the French came booming out of Moscow. 
With trouble already smouldering with Italy 
over Tunis, with the Czechoslovakian crisis more 
critical, France was in no position to trade 
without the backing of her ally. So, the French- 
Italian appeasement, as well as the proposed 
foir-power pact, failed. 


One fact, however, stands out as a result 
of the hurried diplomatic exchanges: France 
fears Germany, the old enemy, not Italy. For 
this reason she stuck to Russia. And can it be 
doubted that the power of the Sayiet army has 
had a restraining influence on Der Fuehrer in 
his relations with the Czechs? 


The truth is that western European nations, 
while perfectly willing to utilize Russian weight 
in arranging a balance of power against each 
other, would be only too glad to exclude Soviet 
influences entirely from European affairs, Yet, 
if refected’in the west, Russia will naturally 
turn to the east, Just how to permanently neu- 
tralize this tremendous power, with its unlimit- 
ed resources, is the world’s foremost and most 
difficult diplomatic problem. 


One thing, however, can be counted upon as 
certain: Unless the Russians are included in 
European counsels, thus dividing their interests 
between Europe dnd Asia, they will be literally 
driven to the east, where 400,000,000 Chinese, 
their country invaded by a ruthless conqueror, 
are ripe for communizing! It cannot be said 
this will not happen in any event. Since the 
Chinese are fighting with their backs to the 
wall and Russia is the* wall, it is more than a 
possibility. Railroads and highways are now 
under construction to bring the, two nations 
together. ;

Editorial of the Day 


POLAND PREPARES 
(From the New York Herald Tribune.) 

One of the most interesting and most troubled 
issues in Europe, that of the Polish corridor, seems 
on the surface to have disappeared entirely from 
the minds of the Nayis. The Poles, too, profess to 
believe that the preyent Polish-German frontier 
is permanent, and that the Germans will abide 
by the terms of their ten-year amity pact with 
Poland. However, it would appear that both these 
nations have an eye to the future and that be- 
hind the scenes a good deal of maneuvering is 
taking place. 

One sign of this is that recently the prov- 
ince of Pomorze, which. contains the corridor be- 
tween Germany and East Prussia, was enlarged 
to include seven counties of the province of War- 
saw, which are heavily Polish in their popula- 
tion. This means a reduction in the percentage 
of Germans in the corridor province from 10 to 
about 6 per cent. The border province of Posen 
was also enlarged, with a similar decrease in the 
German population’s percentage. 

These changes have made the control of Po- 
land over the western areas along the German 
frontier stronger. They have also improved the 
case for the Poles if the question of revision of 
the corridor should come up again. The Germans 
within Poland are working quietly too, though on 
the surface relations between the two countries 
are of the best. 

For the Poles, watching what is taking place 
in Czechoslovakia the German minority must 
seem a dangerous problem, though perhaps not 
an immediate one. The Poles have pushed the 
liquidation of the big German estates and enter- 

in recent years, and the German population 
has decreased greatly since the end of the World 
War. The Nazi tide is rising, however, and if the 
Germans are successful in Czechoslovakia the 
Poles may some day feel all too acutely the Nazi 
pressure—despi 


ite the present good relations be- 
tween the two countries.

WANTED TO SWEEP WASHINGTON, June 1.—An honest ad- 

mission of the disgustingly political 
quality of Pennsylvania relief was suppressed, and an effort to 
corrupt the situation was prevented a few days before the Penn- 
sylvania primary. Works Administrator Harry L. Hop- 
kins was personally determined to make a clean breast of it, but 
some higher influence prevailed. | 

The charge is ugly. Unfortunately, the facts cannot be wished 
away of ignored. They will be loudly denied, of course, both at 
the White House and the WPA, but the facts are: 

Some time before the Pennsylvania voting, the anti-Guffeyite 
boss of Philadelphia, John B. Kelly, wired Hopkins protesting 
against political activity in the WPA. The WPA in Pennsylvania 
was and still is owned by Senator Joe Guffey, but, before they quar- 
reled with their satrap, the anti-Guffeyites had got a foothold in it. 
Guffey was therefore conducting a purge of the relief army. 

Administrator Hopkins promised that he would investigate. The 
WPA’s usual solemn. flummery of self-inquisition was started. But, 
this time, it produced a new result. Either conditions previously 
unknown to Hopkins were discovered, or Hopkins simply decided to 
seize the opportunity to clean house. At any rate, he told more 
than one close friend that his answer to Kelly would not be a 
whitewash. 

“We're going to take the lid off,” he said, in effect. “We've got 
to. Things are-so bad in Pennsylvanoia that, if we don’t act our- 
selves, there will be an explosion, sooner or later, which will dis- 
credit the whole works program.” 

When Hopkins talked with his friends, he had already heard 
Senator Guffey and his henchmen clamoring for a whitewash. Per- 
haps, in the end, he merely gave in to Guffey. Perhaps the White 
House intervened. On May 13, at any rate, he telegraphed Kelly 
that the charges of political‘activity in the Pennsylvania WPA were 
“for the major part untrué.” 


HOLY. HOLY, HOLY A slip in his organization made Hopkins’ 


denial completely ludicrous. With his 
telegram to Kelly, a press release was issued, announcing that “in 
Luzerne county, seven WPA employes were summarily dismissed” 
for political activities. The release was hardly in the hands of the 
reporters before the WPA press agents were on the telephone, anx- 
iously explaining that there had been a mistake, that the Luzerne 
county dismissals were not political. As it happened, Luzerne county 
was precisely the place where Joe Guffey’s purge of anti-Guffeyites 
was most intensive. : 

Indeed, the whole business would be comic, if it were not deathly 
serious. The WPA’s solemn self-investigation and solemn self-ex- 
culpation are a ritual regularly gone through in campaign years, 
Everyone knows that the -self-investigation is a farce, that the self- 
exculpation is untruthful. 

The ritual is now being performed in Kentucky. Not long ago, 
Judge Brady Stewart, campaign manager of Governor A. B. (Happy) 
Chandler, wrote an open letter to the President and others, charging 
that the WPA was being freely used by the Chandler rival, Senate 
Leader Alben W. Barkley.

But, some of them do not care 
for him. There are those, other 
than the Jews, who would like to 
see him blasted down with a bomb.

The most annoying of all is the 
Shrieking for rights which the 
Nazis put up when stopped in New 
York or other states. They want 
their rights in America when they 
know that in the land they are’ 
ballyhooing, there are absolutely) 
They want to be 
able to preach Nazi-ism in Amer- 
ica when any American trying to) 
parade in Berlin or Vienna or in 
any German town and attack the) 
German fotm of government, | 
would be mobbed and arrested and 
put away for quite a while. This. 
comes under the head of ‘gall’ and | 
and it is a favorite trick of the'| 
Communists and the Nazis. 


APPEAL FOR RIGHTS 
OF FREE SPEECH 

They are plugging for countries 
which permit no rights of speech 
or press. Yet the moment they are) 
halted in their activities, they ap- 


peal for the rights of free speech | —— 


and a free press. If they got what. 
they were after they wouldn't’ 
have a vestige of freedom in'| 
speech, press or action. Yet, in an 
effort to achieve what they want) 
they employ all the legal aids they | 
can to insure themselves, for that 
freedom. It is a bit confusing. 

Meanwhile the barrage of prop-| 
aganda goes on, telling us there) 
are not murders and inhuman' 
punishments of people in Saran | 
who do not ‘belong.’ Meanwhile, | 
the propaganda preaches to us of | 
the delights of life in the Reich} 
when, as a matter of strict fact, | 
they are rationed even now as to) 
butter and sugar. They get half 
a pound of butter and half a pound 
of margarine per week. And a lit- 
tle sugar. Their bread is 50 per 
cent potato meal. Their standards 
of living are lower than that of 
any one of the major powers. 
Their wages are low, their trade 
unions gone. 

We are a big, patient nation and 
we require time to make up our 
minds. But I don’t think we will 
ever understand the people who 
are striving to make a Nazi or 
Communist government in Amer- 
ica and who appeal to our laws of 
liberty to be permitted to work 
for the establishment of a govern- 
ment which allows no liberty 
at all.

Cotton Farmers Advised To 
Get Busy With Calcium 
Arsenate Spray. 

ATHENS, Ga., June 1—E. C. 
Westbrook, cotton specialist for 


the Georgia agricultural extension 
service, declared today that gen- 


eral rains throughout the state in 
‘the past few days have brought | 
boll weevils from their winter | 
| quarters in increased numbers, | 
| He again urged farmers to apply | 


r calcium arsenate poison to the cot- | 


ton plants as a means of cambat- | 
ing the weevils. He said a liquid | 
spray of calcium arsenate may be | 
used on young plants, but advised | 
that the poison applied in dust | 
fo is more effective in killing | 
weevils after the cotton reaches =) 
good size. 

“A great many tobacco Pettis 
in south Georgia own mule-drawn | 

liquid spray machines, which they | 
may use in applying poison to 
young cotton plants,” the specialist | 
declared. 

When the liquid spray is to be 
used, Westbrook recommended the | 
following solution: Five pounds of | 

‘calcium arsenate, one to two gal- | 
'lons of syrup, and 48 to 49 gallons | 
of water. About 25 gallons of this | 
solution is required to spray one | 
acre, he added. 

The specialist also recommended | 
that, in order to spray the cotton 
plants as thoroughly as possible, 
one of the nozzles be adjusted to. 
spray straight dewn, while the sec- | 
ond be adjusted so as to shoot the 
spray into the sides of the plants.

root tuber, the price often charged 
for new sorts.

10 3-YEAR PACT

Henry Favored To Annex 
‘Triple Crown’ in 
Gotham Fight. 


By ALAN GOULD. 

NEW YORK, June 1.—P/)—~— 
Henry Armstrong’s bid for the 
““riple crown” of pugilism, in a 
15-round match with Lightweight 
Champion Lou Arsbers, of Her- 
kirmer, N. Y., today was set for 


July 26, at either the Yankee 
stadium or Polo Grounds. 

The fight will mark the cli- 
max gf the dynamic little negro’s 
unprecedented quest for title hon- 
ors. If he beats Ambers, as most 
observers believe ne will, Arm- 
sirong at the age of 25 and after 
little more than three years of 
professional boxing will hecore 
the first pugilist in history to hold 
three world championships simul- 
taneously. 

He already holds the feather- 
weight or 126-pound crown, which 
he gained by knocking out Pete 
Sarron in Madison Square Garden 
last October. Last night, when he 
whipped. Barney Ross for the wel- 
terweight or 147-pound title, Arm- 
strong scaled only 133 1-2. He was 
thus under the lightweight limit 
of 135. 

It is for the reason that the Los 
‘Angeles negro is considered a nat- 
ural lightweight, at his best around 
133, that he will be favored to de- 
throné Ambers. Armstrong’s man- 
ager insists Hammering Henry still 
can and will make 126, if and 
when a featherweight challenger 
appears, but this does not coincide 
with general opinion. 

Other reasons in favor of Arm- 
strong’s acquisition of the “triple 
crown,” 
time, include the fact he is the 
most relentless and furious fight- 
ing machine, pound for pound, that 
the ring has known since the gas- 
lit days of pugilism. Veterans 
who are always reluctant to yield 
an accolade to the modern fight- 
ing crop now consede that Arm- 
strong compares with the one and 
only Terrible Terry McGovern, 
idol of fans at the turn of the 
century. 

Ambers, though he likely will be 
the underdog, figures to be Arm- 
strong’s most difficult antagonist. 

Armstrong will do no more 
fighting until he meets Ambers. 
He turned down an offer of $17,500 
for a’match in London 
Dave Crowley. 

Promoter Mike Jacobs today sign- 
ed Henry to a contract whereby he 
will have exclusive promotional! 
rights of the sensational negro for 
three years. The contract is iden- 
tical with the one Jacobs holds 
with Heavyweight Champion Joe 
Louis. 

Under the terms, Armstrong 
cannot fight any one anywhere ex- 
cept under Jacobs’ promotion.
